Accepted Control Only

Be Given All Advan- 
tages in Mandated Lands. 


Washingon, March 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Japan accepted the 


mandate for former German posses- 
sions in the Pacific north of the 
equator, including the Island of Yap, 
‘with the reservation that Japanése 
cltizens should not be subjected “to 
a- discriminatory and disadvantage- 
ous treatment” in other mandated 
territories. 

This was disclosed in the complete 
text of the mandate granted Japan 
by the league of nations which was 
obtained today at the state depart- 
The reservation stipulated 
by Japan was similar to one ad- 
vanced by the American government 
in reference to Mesopotamia in its 
recent note to the league of nations 
in which exception also was taken 
to the declaration in the preamble 


'of the mandate that it was con- 


ferred in accordance with an agree- 
ment between “the principal allied 
and associated powers.” 

The United States has maintained 
that it was never a party of the 


} agreement by which Yap was con- 


ferred upon Japan and it has also 
insisted upon equal commercial op- 
portunities for all nationals in the 
mandated territories. Japan’s con- 
tention for equal opportunities is 
understood to apPly particularly to 
the mandated territories south of 
the equator in the Pacitic awarded 
Australia. 

Beside the grant of freedom only 
to nationals of state members of 
the league of nations for the prose 
cution of their caliing as mission 
aries {In the mandated territory, the 
text of the mandate in the opinion 
of officials Is of particular interest 
to the United States in that it spe- 
cifically provides that the consent of 
the council of the league of nations 
is required for any modification of 
its terms. 

The council of the league, in its

Probably no game, not even 
bicycle racing in the old days when 
the sport was an open scandal and 
a disgrace to the name of sport, has 
fallén under greater suspicion than 
has wrestling. For some reason— 

erhaps because the novice especial- 
y believes that wrestling is a 
game easy to fake—the idea has 
spread that wrestling bouts never 
are on the level! 

To some extent this suspicion has 
been justified in the past. Yet the 
fact remains that in the last five 
years you cannot pick out three 
cases in which important wrestling 
matches have gone against the 
dope, : 

As a matter of fact, wrestling 
class is so well known that the 
overthrow of a champion is always 
either the result of an accident or 
the use of bad judgment by the 
champion. The other possible cause 
is that the man who Is slightly out- 
classed may turn a trick by a sud- 
den unexpected outburst of attack 
which may catch his adversary off 
guard and enable him to secure’ a 
winning lock. 

But in the tremendous majority of 
cases the superior wrestler Knows 
his superiority. He knows that he 
can throw his adversary almost any 
time he selects to exert himself to 
the limit. It is that fact which 
makes so many wrestling bouts 
look bad. The champion, knowing 
his own powers, plays with his foe, 
wrestles carefully .to avoid injury 
to himself and to wear down his 
man. If the wrestler is working 
against astrange wrestler, whose 
style and grips he does not Know, 
he takes no such chances, but 
finishes him as quickly as possible. 


Faith, Hope and Charity, 
these three—and in sport Hope 
is the only one that gets inte 
the money. 


Why should champion wrestlers 
fake a match? Sport is not dif- 
ferent from anything else. If one 
has a suspicion that some one is 
pulling something crooked it is 
necessary to establish a motive. 
People do not do dishonest things 
without motive. Then, why should 
champion wrestlers agree to “flop.” 
as we say in the vernacular, and 
permit some one else to take that 
title? 

Consider the ‘earnings of a cham- 
Pionship wrestler. What Ed Lewis, 
the present champion, will earn In 
a year I do not know. This year it 
will be something near $150,000, and 
with three championship matches 
ndded the sum will reach $200,000 
or more. 

His income, of course, depends 
upon. the public interest in. him. As 
an instance of tow it works: He 
won from Caddock, and, naturally, 
as champion, interest in his work 
increased. According to his own 
statement he drew nearly twice as 
many persons while holding the 
title as when he was a contender. 
The agitation Over the headlock in- 
creased this. He got close to $5,000 
fam. his bout In ‘the Garden. 

e fans generally do not ap- 
preciate the fact that wrestlers 


boxers ever can hope to make. The 
reason is that they can wrestle six 
nights a week.

Rochester, where his share would be 
betveen $1,200 and $1,500; Akron, 
Ohio, $400;.

That is‘onlwan average week for 
a wrestler. In fact, managers fig- 
ure that @ well-advertised champion 
will draw close to $5,000 a week for 
his own share. 

Then why ‘should'a. wrestler lose 
his title. when losing it means that 
he will draw less than-half as much 
money every night? There is hard- 
ly enough money in any one match 
to even tempt 
duce his yearly income from a quar- 
ter of a million dollars to less than 
half that sum.

jury by refusing to provide mod- 
ern and up-to-date fire-proof and 
sanitary buildings? Or will they 
wait until some terrible catastro- 
phe comes before realizing the dan- 
ger existing and after possibly sac- 
rificing the lives and health of 
some of our young people, then try 
to undo the wrong we did by then 
Providing adequate buildings for 
our school. 

In this connection we doubtless 
will remember the terrible calam- 
ity that occurred in Cleveland, Ohia, 
a few years ago, when about 1,500 
school children were killed when a 
fire broke out in one of the build- 


"ings, simply because the doors lead- 


ing to the exit opened inward in- 
stead of outward. We believe that 
every theater or public meeting 
place should have doors opening 
outward.

Board Rulings Viclated. 
Chicago, March 7.—The railway 


_ labor bvard today ruled that the 
| Erie railroad had violated previous 
| board rulings in six respects, par- 


ticularly in reducing wages of em- 
in failing to cancel 
the board. Tne road had 
a hearing before ordering restora- 
tion of previous ratés of pay. 

The railroad, ordered a 27 per cent. 
reduction in tife pay of trackmen ef- 
fective February 1 and later ig- 
nored the board’s order to restore 
wages to the rates ordered: in the 
board’s wage decision of. July, 1928. 

The railroad set a precedent by 
its contention that a hearing would 
have to be held on the board's or- 
der to restore the previous rates of 
pay.
